WPA Library Projects Are 
Humming With Activity Over State 


From Mrs. Rozetta Thurston-Cowan, Director of the WPA Library 
Project at Tempe, we learn that the office hums with new book activities 
this fall. More than $4,200 worth of new volumes at reduced govern- 
ment prices are on requisition for Arizona use. Some are already being 
eagerly read at southern Arizona aviation centers. Thousands more are 
being received, inspected, and cataloged for circulation. 

The response to pleas for gift books to be added to the Arizona 
Service Library has been most gratifying. Many attractive titles have 
been added to this circulating group for defense use. Particular thanks 
are due to the women of Ajo, who responded so generously with a large 
shipment of volumes gathered by the Federated Music Club of that 
city. Arizona State Teachers College at Tempe is custod‘an of these 
books. 

Library service at Luke Field, Army aviation training center, west 
of Phoenix, is in charge of Private Mills, a trained librarian from the 
Enoch Pratt Memor’al Library, Baltimore, Md., who is a selectee at Luke 
Field. Books are furnished by the Maricopa County Free Library, the 
Phoenix Public L‘brary, the Arizona Service Library, and the WPA 
Library Project... Private Mills is keeping interesting statist'cs on the 
reading tastes of the soldiers. 

Miss Scott, a young colored woman from the University of Chicago 
School of Librarianship has been appointed Il brarian at the Fort 
Huachuca Camp Library. She has approximately 6,000 books under her 
supervision and is busy with cataloging work for about 4,000 new 
volumes purchased by the United States Government. In October, she 
expects to return to the University of Chicago for a short time to write 
her master’s thesis in librariansh‘p, hoping to return to the Fort later. 

Awdrey Scheaves of Miami Public Library, has made a wonderful 
improvement of the interior with the addition of lighting fixtures newly 
painted walls, and shelving. ,

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NEWS AROUND THE STATE 


PHOENIX 

The Phoenix Public Library reports that during the fiscal year, 
July 1, 1940-June 30, 1941, 304,935 books were circulated. Of this num- 
ber, 175,992 books were adult (115,395 fiction; 60,597 non-fiction). Juve- 
nile books circulated reached a total of 127,555 (107,284 fiction; 20,271 
non-fiction.) 

There were 3,736 juvenile books and 3,387 adult books accessioned 
during the fiscal year. Total gain for the year was 6,433 volumes. The 
library now has 79,021 volumes. 

Membership cards issued during the year totaled 5,005. Gaylord 
charging machines are in use in both the juvenile and the adult de- 
partments in the main library. 

4.357 volumes were placed in the school libraries of the city. These 
collections numbered from 350 to 800 volumes, depending upon the 
average enrollment of the school. There are now 11 branch libraries in 
the city school system. 

Because of the large amount of defense work being done in Phoe- 
nix and vicinity and the need of extra funds with which to purchase 
required library material the City Commission doubled the budget for 
the coming fiscal year. (And they say the days of miracles are long 
past!—Editor). 

Two housing unit libraries have been opened recently. The Mat- 
thew Hansen Library in the colored housing unit is flourishing. Six 
hundred and ninety-seven books were drawn the first month. The Mar- 
cos de Niza Library in the Mexican housing unit is in charge of a WPA 
assistant. An NYA employee is in charge of the Matthew Hansen Li- 
brary. 

The Frank Luke, Jr. Library in the housing unit for Americans was 
open November first. 

The United Service Organization opened a recreation room for the 
army cadets in early September. On the 25th, the library at the recrea- 
tion room opened with a collection of 200 books. A second library, for 
the use of cadets at Luke Field, recently began with a collection of 
575 volumes. 


During the year, the Boy Scouts of the Roosevelt Council held two 
book drives which added many useful books and periodicals to the 
Library’s collections. 

Plans for the new library building in Phoenix have been completed 
and are now in Washington, D. C., awaiting approval. Work on the new 
structure will begin in the near future. WPA labor will be used. 

* * * 

From the Department of Library and Archives in Phoenix come the 
following interesting items: 

“Considering that August and September are not ordinarily classed 
as tourist months in the capital city, the Department of Library and 
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Archives has had a great many out-of-state visitors. Many of them speak 
of having been advised by friends who had done so to see our quarters, 
with their distinguished murals, unique accommodations for reading and 
study, archaelogocial display, mineral exhibit, and above all, outstanding 
library of Arizonians. Invariably they claim to have been all well re- 
paid for their trip. 


“Our Arizoniana rooms, stored with rare historical materials, in 
books, pamphlets, manuscripts, maps, newspaper files, and photographs, 
have been constantly patronized by historians and authors, as well as by 
students of part‘cular phases of Ar‘zona’s past. To make more avail- 
able the resources of this fine collection, considerable indexing has re- 
cently been done, the latest enterprise being the cross-indexing by author, 
title, main subject, and illustrations, of all Arizona materials found in 
our long runs of such publications as Out West, Land of Sunshine, 
Overland Monthly, Sunset, Arizona, Progressive Arizona, and historical 
magazines of Southwestern states. These publications are rich in Ari- 
zona history and constitute a fruitful field for the researcher.

FLAGSTAFF 

Kirby’s Course of study of the United States Constitution.

The librarian of the Flagstaff Public Library recently taught three 
classes from the local high school, totaling approximately 150 freshmen. 
The students were instructed in the rudiments of library science—what 
a catalog is, how it is used, how books are arranged on the shelves, the 
Dewey Decimal System, reference books and how to make the most of 
them, and many other phases which will be of use to them in their 
later work. A twenty-question quiz, answers to be found in the library, 
completed the course. 

The Flagstaff Public Library is also doing cooperative work with 
the local Negro school in supply:ng the students with reference ma- 
terials, books, and periodicals. Junior high school students make fre- 
quent use of the library for outside reading and study, and many of the 
pupils in the lower grades come in for recreational reading. 

The Library also serves the little one-and two-teacher rural schools 
of Corsrino County, as well as taking care of all the library needs of the 














city and county residents, the high and grade school students, and sum- 
mer visitors. Many of the Arizona State Teachers College students make 
use of the Library’s collections.

CHANDLER 

Miss Gertrude James, Librarian of the Chandler Public Schools, re- 
ceived the degree of Bachelor of Sc‘ence in Library Science from the 
University of Denver this summer. 

The high school library at Chandler serves 300 junior and senior 
high school students, while the needs of the elementary students, which 
number nearly 700, are taken care of by the grade school library.

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Efficient, Uniform Lettering 
Is Necessary On Rebound Books 


The words, books and libraries, spell system and orderliness. Melvil 
Dewey devised a system to arrange books on library shelves according 
to an arbitrary classification so that books on a subject could be found 
together. Books of fiction also follow certain rules. Books by one author 
are together. These rules are universal in American libraries. It is 
therefore essential that some system of lettering be used so that books 
can be both quickly shelved in their places and quickly found on the 
shelves. 

The call number serves as a handy thumb index for the non-fiction 
books and the author for the fiction books. These labels should be 
placed at a uniform position on all books readily to facilitate finding the 
book. The Phoenix Public Library has one uniform position (2% inches 
from the bottom of the book) for the author of fiction and the same for 
the call number of non-fiction. Simple tests have proved that it takes 
only one third as much time for pages to read library shelves when this 
system of lettering is employed as it does when there is no uniform 
height for lettering. It may safely be assumed that it only takes one third 
as long to find a book on the shelves, and that it only takes one third 
as much time to shelve the books on which the marking is uniform. 
Economy of time and efficiency are highly prized by every alert li- 
brarian. Since books vary in height there is only one logical point to 
measure from to accomplish uniformity and that is from the bottom of 
the book up to some uniform position, thus all authors of fiction will 
stand on one horizontal line as do the non-fiction call numbers. The 
eye can encompass in one sweep a whole shelf of books when the authors 
stand on one uniform level.
